The place was bought by Mr, 
Naimey in 1930. Since his purchase 
he has repaired the buildings, torn 
down the old barn and nearby 
érected a two car garage and large 
shop, where he spends much of his 
leisure time. This-structure and the 
nearby vacant cottage owned by 
William C, Chapman were sayed 
through the efforts of the Bethel 
fire department with the booster 
tank .equipment, After the building 
was down hose was laid to water 
on the intervale and the ruins were 
drenched. Wednesday forenoon it 
was necessary for the pumper to 
extinguish the blaze which Mnger- 
ed in a,pile of 15 cords of wood 
which was in the shed. 

The house was one of the oldest 
in town and was built ot the ‘site 
of the original log house by Rey, 
Eliphaz Chapman who gave the 
town its name, The farm on which 
it was located is said to have been 
the second cleared tn the town, the 
first being the Moses Mason place, 
now known as Bethaven. The place 
was for some time owned and oc- 


ton and is familiarly known aa the 
Upton place.

_.. Use of Term Blockade 
The term blockade is used in in- 
ternational law to denote that a 
belligerent will stop access to a ters 
ritory or place in thé posséssion of 
the enemy. It may be by land or 
sea, says London Answers Maga- 
zine. A maritime blockade, to be en- 
forced against neutrals, must .be 
notified to ‘them, and it must be. ef- 
fective. It ceases if the blockading 
force is driven off, even femporari- 
ly, or ig diverted to other purposes. 
The penalty to which a neutral who 
tries to run the blockade is liable, in 
the event of capture, is that the ship 
may be confiscated and the cargo 
algo, if it belongs to the owners of 
he vessel. A blockade may also be 
pacific, when it consists of the forcl- 
ble control by one or more powers 
of the coast of another power, with- 
out any break in existing peace- 
able relationships.
